Port Townsend Quarantine, 
Port Townsend, Wash., February 26, 1900. 
Sir : I have the honor to report that upon inquiry relative to small- 
pox in this State, replies were received from the health officers at Spo- 
kane, Tacoma, Seattle, and Walla Walla. 

The health officers of Spokane and Tacoma state that they make 
reports to the Bureau. The health officer of Seattle reports that there 
were 18 cases between June and November, 1899, nearly all of a very 
mild character, and no deaths. One mild case was discovered during 
the week ended February 17, 1900, the first one since last November. 

The health officer of Walla Walla writes, under date of February 21, 
1900, that there occurred 27 cases of smallpox since May 29, 1899, 
including 2 cases now in the city and county pesthouse. No deaths.
